This  first  token,  as  the  other  items  in  this  half  page  article, 
is  aiuasing,  puzzling,  and  challenging.  Tokens  and  medals  which  show 
up  "out  of  the  blue"  in  a  junk  box,  from  a  flea  market,  from  a  mail 
bid  lot,  or  as  an  oddball  piece  in  a  coin  club,  are  often  intriguing, 

A  la.rge  chamber  pot  in  the  center  of  the  reverse  of  this  octagonal 
aluminum  is  surroimdcd  by  the  words  Go  Way  Back  and  Sit  Dovai.  This 
token  ma.y  be  listed  somewhere  or  imay  he  a  maverick.  Tlie  initio.ls  JCS 
with  the  usual  G/P  5^/  Trade  is  on  the  obverse, 

A  GAR  medal,  either  pewter  or  white  metal,  has  been  uneartlied  by 
a  metal  detector.  The  rims  have  flaked  away,  and  poclaiiarks  in  the 
field  leave  whitish  plo.ces,  btit  the  words  2*6th  National  Encampment 
1892  are  I’cadable,  The  gunstock  of  tho  Union,  Soldier  ’ s  gun  is  gone. 

The  rest  of  the  soldier  reirivains  in  high  relief,  anpa.rently  with  the 
Capitol  in  Wash  DC  in  the  background.  Another  item  dug  up  has  been 
by  a  l/il3-iamston  man  in  tho  area  of  Eaton  Rapids.  A  white  metal  round 
cutout  rooster  pin  of  the  James  Cox  1920  campaign  is  OK  except  the  legs 
of  the  rooster  are  gone. 

A  10^' "Shin  Plaster"  piece  of  wooden  money,  apparently  unlisted  by 
Tom  Hudson,  was  issued  in  193^-'Ly  the  Ma.rion  Hobby  Club  of  Marion, OH, 
This  is  in  excellent  condition,  is  a.ctually  co.rdboard  made  to  look  like
